FRANCE MOVES NAVY 
ON GERMANY THREAT 


General Re-orientation Poli- 
cy Follows Nazi Sea 
Construction. 


PARIS, May 20.—(#)—France is 


transferring her naval strength from 
Mediterranean waters, it was learned 
today, to protect herself against any 
possible danger from Germany's naval 
rearmanent. 

The sea force which defends the 
British channel and the North Sea 


is being strengthened. Four torpedo 
boats and the destroyer Lynx are ex- 
pected to be transferred from the Med- 
iterranean to the channel fleet maneu- 
vers off Morocco in early June, along 
with other reinforcements. 

This move co-ordinates the trans- 
fer of thousands of soldiers from the 
Italian frontier to fortifications along 
the Franco-German border, following 
Adolf Hitler’s announcement of mili- 
tary conscription. 

Praise greeted the return of the 
1,500-ton submarines, Glorfieux and 
Heros, to their base at Toulon froin 
Saigon, Cochin, China, after a 16,800- 
mile cruise. They are representatives 
of France's 30 long-range submarines, 
called a “battle corps” of submarine 
| squadrons. 

Within six months, France has more
